Please amend the claims as follows: 

1. (Currently Amended) A system comprising: 

a system BIOS; 

a server including a script associated with an identification device, an identifier 
and order information ; 

a computer system coupled to the server and including a port;-af*d 

the identification a device coupled to the port, the device including the identifier; 

the computer system configured to: 

in response to being powered up, boot by executing instructions from the 

BIOS; 

read the identifier from the device; 
provide the identifier to the server;-af^ 

in response to receiving the identifier, the server causing the identifier to 
be installed with the order information and the script; and 

cause a- the script associated with the identifier to be executed to cause 
one or more software components to be installed onto the computer system; and 
the identifier being removed from the computer system for reuse. 

2. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the computer system is configured to cause 
the script to be executed on the computer system. 

3. (Original). The system of claim 1, wherein the computer system is configured to cause 
the script to be executed on the server. 

4. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the server includes the one or more software 
components.

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6. (Currently Amended) The system of claim §1, wherein the order information includes a 
list of software components to be installed onto the computer system, and wherein the 
list includes the one or more software components. 

7. (Original) The system of claim 6, wherein the script is configured to detect the one or 
more software components to be installed using the list. 

8. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein the port comprises a serial port. 

9. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the port comprises a Universal Serial Bus 
(USB) port. 

10. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein the device comprises a programmable device. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

providing a computer system including a system BIOS; 

providing a server including a script associated with an identification device, an 
identifier and order information; 

coupling the identification device to the port, the device including the identifier; , 
configuring the computer system to: 

in response to being powered up, boot by executing instructions from the 

BIOS; 

read the identifier from the device; 
provide the identifier to the server; 

in response to receiving the identifier, the server causing the identifier to 
be installed with the order information and the script; and 

cause the script associated with the identifier to be executed to cause one 
or more software components to be installed into the computer system; and 
removing the identifier from the computer system for reuse- 
read i ng an i d e nt i f ie r from a d e v i ce coup le d to a port of a oomput o r s yst e m; 
prov i ding the i d e nt i f ie r to a s e rv e r; and 

ex e cut i ng a script assoc i ated w i th th e id e nt i f i er to caus e on e or mor e softwar e 
compon e nts to b e i nsta ll ed onto th e comput e r syst e m; and 
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r e mov i ng th e i d e ntif ie r from th e comput e r sy s t e m for r e us e . 

1 2. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 

executing the script on the computer system. 

1 3. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 

executing the script on the server. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 11, further comprising: 

receiving the one or more software components from the server prior to the one 
or more software components being installed onto the computer system. 

15. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 11, furth e r oompr i sinq: wherein executing the 
script assoc ia ted with th e id e ntifi e r to caus e th e on e or mor e softwar e compon e nts to b e 
insta lle d onto the comput o r s yst e m, th e e xecut i ng further compr i s i ng comprises : 

detecting order information associated with the computer system on the server. 

16. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 15, furth e r oompr i s i ng: wherein executing the 
script assoc i at e d w i th th e i dent i fi e r to caus e th e ono or mor e softwar e oompononts to b e 
i nsta l l e d onto th e comput e r syst e m, th e e x e cuting furth e r compr i sing comprises : 

accessing a list of software components to be installed onto the computer system 
from the order information, the list including the one or more software components. 

17. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 16, furth e r compris i ng: wherein executing the 
script associat e d w i th the i d e nt i f ie r to caus e th e on e or mor e softwar e compon e nts to b e 
i nsta ll ed onto the comput e r syst e m, the execut i ng furth e r compr i s i ng comprises : 

causing the one or more software components to be installed onto the computer 
system in response to detecting the one or more software components from the list. 

1 8. (Original) The method of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 

reading the identifier from the device coupled to the port of a computer system, 
the port comprising a serial port. 
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19. (Original) The method of claim 11, further comprising: 

reading the identifier from the device coupled to the port of a computer system, 
the port comprising a Universal Serial Bus (USB) port. 

20. (Original) The system of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 

reading the identifier from the device coupled to the port of a computer system, 
the device comprising a programmable device.
